Because many officers in the Agency do not know what 
is and what is not a federal record, we believe it 
would be useful to include in the notice the defini- 
tion of federal records from the Code of Federal 
Regulations, Title Ul, chapter 101-11.101.3. 


^b. Subparagraph 2b seems ambiguous in not stating who ’ 
is responsible for determining from the General 
Counsel whether or not records scheduled for destruc- 
tion are related to litigation, investigation or FOIA 
or Privacy Act requests . We suggest that responsibil- 
ity be given the component RMO and that the first 
^ } sentence of the subparagraph be modified as follows : 

" The component records management officer must determine 
Cl <y. that records being processed for destruction are not 

related to litigation..."

The reference in the first sentence of subparagraph 2b 
to "possible litigation" is too encompassing. Almost 
any Agency record could at some time be involved in 
litigation. We suggest the phrase "or possible liti- 
gation" be deleted from the sentence.
